Royal Commission urges railway, 
new roads for Alberta Northland 


New roads and a railway from 
McMurray north to Great Slave 
Lake were recommended to Al- 
bertans in a 115-page report by 
the MacGregor Royal Commission 
on the province's aparsely-settied 
northland. 

The Commission’s report calls 
for the subsidizing by the province 
through granting fi®e right-of- 
way and sharing ’the $7,000,000 


_ cost of combined highway-railway 


bridges over the Peace and Apia» 
basca rivers. 


The commission recommends re- 
building of the Mackenzie High- 
way to better standards and sug- 
gests hard surfacing of the por- 
tion between Grimshaw ania Man- 
ning. 

The. voluminous eeanvt ‘says the 
development ‘of a railway from 
McMurray to Pine Point, N.W.T., 
is essential from a defence stand- 
point. It adds that the volume of 
freight which can be expected 
from the Uranium City mining 
area in northwestern Saskatche- 
wan would tip the scales in favor 
of the McMurray route—one of 10 
considered. 


The report says: “The commit- 
tee’s most important conclusions 
are that northern Canada is gen- 
eral is on the threshold of tre- 
mendous development and that the 
Province of Alberta must be pre- 
pared to play its full part in that 
development.” 

The lengthy commission report 
covers the area north of the 55th 
parallel, about 100 miles north of

Two-mile long 
freights soon? 


One of these days, the many 
thousands of.Canadians who “just 
like to watch the trains -. de 
are going to observe:a signific 
milestone in Canadian ‘ER 
tation—the advent of the two- 
mile long’ freight train. 

Not long ago, the ‘power of the 
steam. engine limited the length 
of CNR trains to between 100 and 
110 cars. At around 40 to 50. feet 
for each car, the total length of 
‘the train was just over the 5,280 
feet that is a mile. 


Now, - however, the power of 
modern CNR diesel units is such 
that trains of 125 to 165 cars are 
quite frequently seen in the West.

New reservoir 
being filled 


Vegreville's new 100,000,000 gal- 
lon water reservoir, constructed 
last year south of. town is being 
filled with the spring run-off wa+ 
ter from the Vermilion River at 
the rate of 4,000 gallons per min- 
ute it was learned. At the time of 
writing, about 20,000,000 gallons 


voir and it is expected that 70,- 
000,000 galions will be pumped in 
this year. The basin is about 1,500 
ft. long, 550 ft. wide and 20 ft. 
deep. It will not be filled to ca- 
pacity this year unless the sur-~ 
rounding top bank can be com- 
pletely covered with the asphalt- 
fibre glass lining. 

In addition to the basin for stor- 
ing the water, which will hold 
enough to supply the town for 
three years in the event that no 
other water was available, an in- 
tricate water treating, plant has 
also been constructed. 

In the treating plant the water 
is to be filtered, chlorinated, aer- 
ated, and in general made fit for 
use.-The Observer took advantage 
of the opportunity to visit the - 
plant with Frank Montgomery, 
town engineer, and Mr. Montgom- 
ery was most. co-operative in ex- 
plaining the complete operation of 
water purification. We must con- 
fess here though that the series 
of filters, chlorination vats, sludge 
pits, pumps and the maze of elec- 
trical apparatus left us_ baffled. 
However, for the benefit of the 
many householders in town, the 
Observer did learn that the water 
will be quite soft for domestic 
uses but also quite flat for in- 
ternal purposes. 

Cost of.the reservoir, plant, land 
and piping, runs to $287,000, and . 
ensures the town of plenty of wa- 
ter regardless of the rate of. con- 
sumption. At present 100,000. gal- 
lons a day are used. — The ‘Ob-

As for Mr. Prowse, it’s been 
common knowledge. for some 
time that he hasn’t had much 
support from some, factions in 
the party, and that hasn’t made 
his job any easier. During the re- 
cent session of the Legislature, 
some observers saw signs. that 
some of the Liberal’ MLAs didn’t 
see eye to eye with their leader. 

_Considering the tough job he 
had to do and the lack of sup- 
port, Mr. Prowse has to be given 
full marks for what he has ac- 


complished. In the 1955 election, 


he led the Liberals to the big- 
gest House representation they’- 
ve had since the 1920’s and pre- 
sented Social Credit with its 
largest Opposition to date: And 
it shouldn’t be forgotten that 
Prowse held the fort almost 
singlehandedly during some 
mighty lean years. Of course at 
that time the Liberals were all- 
powerful in Ottawa and quite 
satisfied with themselves.. But 
things have changed now and 
some bigger guns are eyeing the 
provincial field where the party 
_—with 15 members in the House 
—is far from dead. 

. Mr. Prowse was born at’Taber, 
Alta., and first entered the Leg- 
islature in 1945 as an armed 
forces representative. He was 
serving in Italy with’ the Loyal 
Edmonton Regiment when. elec- 
ted. Before the war, he was a re- 
porter for a time on The Edmon- 
ton Bulletin. He’s now a practis- 
ing lawyer in Edmonton.
